Before the schoolgirl of to-day lies 
a future of far greater possibilities than 
were ever offered in the past. When the 
nations have grown tired of war and 
destruction, a time of reconstruction 
must come: and then it will be the 
sacred duty of all citizens to lay the 
foundations of a new order in_ which 
peace and goodwill will form the base. 
These citizens of the future are the 
schoolgirls and boys of to-day. If they 
are to help in the construction of a new 
world order, how can they prepare 
themselves for the task? It is certain 
that the new order must be built on 
the solid rock of character. The con- 
struction that is built on the shifting 
sands of indifference to development 
of character will collapse before the 
framework has been erected. 


In the coming reconstruction another 
fundamental principle will be knowledge 
put to practical use. Both character 
and knowledge are developed at school, 


Therefore it is the duty of every school- 
girl to fit herself for the position of trust 
that she will be called upon to take as 
a citizen of the British Empire. By 
taking advantage of the knowledge and 
experience of her teachers, and applying 
herself wholeheartedly to her work, she 
will be upholding the trust that is re- 
posed in her. The most helpful thing 
the schoolgirl can do to-day for her 
country is to work quietly and well, 
and with determination to do her best 
in every task that is assigned her. But 
unquestioning obedience is not enough, 
Girls must also learn to act on _ their 
own initiative, and be able to lead, if 
necessary. Here, again, , opportunities 
are offered at school: and girls are given 
positions of leadership and authority as 
they become fitted to assume them. 
In this way independence of thought, 
and action is cultivated. Thus the 
schoolgirl will gain knowledge, and 
what is more important, a character that 
will not fail when she is called upon to 
take up her responsibilities as a citizen 
of the British Empire. .

For the first hike this year we decided 


to go to Kennedy’s Bush. Only six of 


us met, but we enjoyed ourselves very 
well. Leaving the terminus, we walked 
up to the “Kiwi” where we rested and 
had apples and other refreshments. It 
was a beautifully sunny day and _ the 
views of the Harbour and the city were 
splendid. We reached Kennedy’s Bush 
or “The Sign of the Bellbird” about 
lunch time and sat down for lunch on 
rocks overlooking Lyttelton Harbour. 
About an hour later we started for home, 
climbing along Ella’s Track which took 
us around the hillside overlooking the 
harbour. Further on we saw some mush- 
rooms and began to collect them but 
there was not very much time left.

One afternoon, about seventeen of us 
were scrambling up the snow-covered 
steps from Victoria Park to the Summit 
Road.

It was very keen weather and we walked 
briskly, with coats well buttoned up 
to keep warm.
